Nome, Alaska, May 12.—(4)—Resi- 
dents of northwest Alaska shaded their 
eyes today from the midnight sun and 
scanned the horizon for a glimpse of 
the dirigible Norge as it poked its 
nose up over the top of the earth

strange sights in the far north. These 
have included the aurora borealis, the 
dance of mirages on glacier tops, smok- 
ing valleys of snow, edogs carrying 
serum in a race with death and men 
‘ighting for gold. Over around Fair- 
banks and Point Barrow they have 
¢ven seen airplanes, notably those of

London, May 12.—The first and 
possibly the last great general strike 
in the world’s history has officially 
come to an end. 

After nearly nine days of a nation- 
wide tie-up which virtually paralyzed 
the industry of Gréat Britain, the 
forces of labor have met the govern- 
ment in agreement and instructions 
have gone out to all unions affiliated 
with the Trades Union council calling 
for immediate resumption of work. 

The strike cancellation is made with- 
out conditions.. It opens the way for 
the reopening of negotiations between 
miners’ representatives and the gov- 
ernment. While the coa) strike will 
continue until a basis of agreement 
is accepted by both miners and mine 


owners, the way is now open for a 
settlement of this problem which has 
confronted England for nearly one 
year. 

Mine Strike Considered. 

While efforts of union leaders were 
centered at once en starting normal 
overnight shifts on the railways and 
other transport services and _ thous- 
ands of taxicabs reappeared like flies 
on the streets of London, attention of 
labor leaders and the government was 
turned to the coal miners, for whose 
sake 4,000,000 men remained idle for 
nearly nine days.

morning. 

Decision to act without the miners 
came shortly after the trade union- 
ists reassembled Wednesday morn- 
ing. They first sent a deputation to 
inform the miners that the trade 
unionists were ready to end the strike, 
but the miners’ representatives re- 
fused to be moved. 

Immediately upon the return of the 
deputation to trade unionist head- 
quarters in Eccleston street a phone 
call was put in for 10 Downing street 
where Premier Stanley Baldwin and 
other government leaders were wait- 
ing. 

It was a dramatic moment at the 
premier’s official residence when the 
T. U. GC. deputation, led by A. B. 


Pugh, its chairman, entered the pres- 


ence of Baldwin and his associates. 
Baldwin spoke abruptly: 

“Mr. Pugh, will you be good enough 
to make a statement?” 

Pugh, doubtless remembering Bald- 
win’s flat demand for an uncondition- 
al cancellation of the strike, made a 
halting preliminary statement where- 
in he said that the premier had wire- 
lessed statements promising fairness 
to both sides when negotiations were 
reopened. 

“We are here, sir,’” he then- said, 
“to say that the general strike is to 
be terminated forthwith so that ne- 
gotiations may proceed. We can only

State Senator J. D. Clifton, of Lees- 
burg, Ga., Wednesday lost an appeal 
to the state court of appeals follow- 
ing conviction on a charge of ‘‘fraud- 
ulently and willfully converting to his 
own use,’’ more than $4,000 belong- 
ing to John J. Curry, a disabled vet- 
eran of the world -war, for whom 
Senator Clifton had been appointed 
guardian.

house in the rear of the Williams’ 
residence. Wooten told the negro that 
he was an escaped convict and the 
servant then informed Mrs. Williams, 
who in turn told her husband. When 
Mr. Williams went to the negro house 
to investigate, he was shot by Wooten. 

Vooten was captured in Philadel- 
phia two years later and returned to 
Fulton county for trial. He was first 
sentenced to hang in April, but was 


‘granted a 30-day despite by Governor 
Clifford Walker. 


Should he hang it will be necessary 
for Fulton county authorities to re- 
erect the gallows in Fulton tower, as 
it was destroyed in the belief that 
all future executions would be by 
electrocution at Milledgeville, the state 
farm, the fact that Wooten was sen- 
tenced prior to passage of the law 
changing the mode of death, having 
been overlooked.

Then,, too, we , 
not sight of the fact that in at 
least one-fourth of all cases of syph- 
ilis the disease is innocently acquired 
and therefore carries no stigma. 
Syphilis is innocently acquired in 
various ways. child may have 
the disease at birth if either parent be 
syphilitic. A wife may contract the dis- 
ease from her husband. A fellow work- 
er may contract the disease from his 
syphilitic neighbor. A nurse may be 
infected in caring fer a syphilitic pa- 
tient. A dentist or a surgeon or a 
barber or a hair dresser may me 
infected while. working on a person 
who has syphilis in the primary 
(chancer) or secondary (fash or mouth 
sores) stage. ; 

The hazard of innocent infection 
with syphilis is, however, so small, 
except for these technical workers, 
that no one need ever worry about it. 
Ordinary soap and water cleanliness 
is ample protection against any pos- 
sible chance infection with this dis- 
ease. 

Nine times out of 10 a visible rash 
on a person’s face which arouses in 
the nyind of the layman a suspicion 
of syphilis, is nothing more ‘than the 
simple acne or pimplea of «normal 
youth. Sometimes’ other harmless 
skin troubles, such as psoriasis, ec- 
zema or herpes, create in the mind of 
the uninformed a suspicion of syph- 
ilis. This unjust suspicion would not 
arise if people in general knew that 
in fact real syphilis seldom shows in 
the face. When a group of :young 
girls were infected with syphilis by a 
young man, through a kissing game 
they indulged in, in a party in Phila- 
delphia some years ago, the young man 
who spread the disease in this inno- 
cent way had an unblemished com- 
plexion. 

Any little scratch, abrasion, punc- 
ture or raw spot, of course, affords 
a possible point of inoculation, if one 
happens to come in contact with a 
erson who has syphilis. But no such 
reak of the, surface is necessary for 
the inoculation of syphilis if one 
kisses a person who has the disease 
in the secondary stage. 

At the point of inoculation, in every 
ease of syphilis. there develops a 
little hard sore, called the wBimary 
sore or chancer (pronounced shanker). 
This develops perhaps a few weeks 
after infection. The appearance of 
any such sore from two to six weeks 
after possible exposure should prompt 
the ifidividual to seek medical opinion 
at once. 

But I repeat, the chance of such 
innocent infection with syphilis is so 
remote that we should never worry 
about it. 

Even if it be one’s fate to contract 
syphilis in an accidental way, why 
that is no insurmountable calamity, 
nowadays. It would meana lot of 
troublesome treatment for a _ few 
months, and an annual short course 
of treatment for life, but there are 
some advantages even in that, for 
it would bring one into reasonably 
close relatiouship with a physician, 
and that relationship should be em- 
ployed to improve one’s health stand- 


ard.

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ROOSEVELT MEMORIAL 
CASE TO BE RETRIED 


Retrial of the case of the Roosevelt 
Memorial association, versus E. Y. 
Clarks, of Atlanta, was ordered in a 


decision handed down Wednesday by 
the state court of appeals. The ap- 
pellate court reversed the late Judge 
George L. Bell in his action directing 
a verdict for Mr. Clarke and a re- 
hearing is now necessary in Fulton 
superior court. The association claims 
that Mr. Clarke owes it over $4,000 
for improper expense charges and un- 
earned salary collected. 

Mr. Clarke was employed by the 
association, the suit sets forth, to ob- 
tain subscriptions and make collec- 
tions in this state for a memorial to 
the late President Theodore Roosevelt 
and that Mr. Clarke was to receive a 
weekly salary of $100 and was em- 
powered to expend additional] sums in 
proper expenses. The association 
claims that he is indebted to it for 
$4,975.04 and interest for alleged im- 
proper expense charges and $883.30 
for unearned salary paid, it is alleged 
by the association. ‘ 

The account was referred by the 
trial court to an auditor who found 
partly in favor of both sides with the 
aggregate result, according to the court 
of appeals decision of “a finding in 
favor of the plaintiff, the Roosevelt 
Memorial association, for the princi- 
pal sum of $3,094.59 with interest 
from April 1, 1920.” 

The appellate court states that “the 
court erred in refusing to strike the 
defendant's exceptions of facts num- 
bered 4 to 10 inclusive.” The superior 
court direction for a verdict against 
the plaintiff for court costs was there- 
fore overruled and all later develop- 
ments declared nugatory.

Peters building. She did not return 
at the usual hour Wednesday after- 
noon and the sister wondered why, 
but had not felt unduly alarmed, she 
said. 

Mrs. Brockman could not give very 
much information concerning the af- 
fairs of her slain sister or of Leach, 
except to verify the fact that they 
had been going together for sometime. 

The husband of the dead woman 
broke down when he gazed upon the 
lifeless form of his estranged wife, 
and told Constitution reporters the 
story of his broken marriage affairs 
and how the attentions of his es- 
tranged wife to Leach had caused 
him “much grief for some time. 

It was learned from persons who 
knew of the friendship between Leach

Su- 
perior skill in handling his machine 
on the curves, which he whirled into 
without apparent slackening of speed, 
gave the winner a big advantage. 

The final lap was clocked at 29 2-5 
seconds, the fastest time ever made on 
a half mile dirt track in the south 
since Sig Haugdahl’s record of 29-4-5 
was established at Jackson, in 1924, 
before the famous dirt track cham- 
pion retired to leave Lampkin, Swede 
Anderson, Cotey, and other younger 
drivers to compete for his crown. 

Anderson, who also is entered in 
the Lakewood races in Atlanta, was 
winner of a three-heat elimination 
contest in which his big Mercedes 
stood up under terrific punishment in 
a succession of 10-mile sprints around 
the oval, ;
